Agreeing with a recent 
statement by former Harvard 
president James B. Conant, 
concerning the value of a 
Junior College tq tho educa- 
tional facilities of a commun- 
ity, Elmer W. Freytag, presi- 
dent of the Lake County Civic 
League has issued a state- 
ment in answer to .inquiries 
from members relative to the 
League's position on the pro- 
posed Lake County Juinior 
College which will be sub- 
mitted to taxpayers in a ref- 
erendum election on January 
18. 

"The League's directors 
have taken an unequivocal 
stand In favor of a junior col- 
lege for Lake County, based 
in part on Dr. Conant's ex- 
perience in evaluating the ac- 
complishments of Junior Col- 
leges how operating through- 
out the United States*' Presi- 
dent Freytag explained. "Ills 
opinion as the nation's most 
outstanding educational au- 
thority carries maximum 
weight with responsible citi- 
zenship. He points out that 
in .many areas of the United 
States there is a threatened 
overproduction of Ph. D. col- 
lege graduates while the nor- 
mal needs of society for well 
educated, capable technicians 
to serve business and indus- 
try are being neglected. 

"This is particularly true in 
Lake County where a relative- 
ly small percentage of high 
school graduates can afford 
the ever mounting expense of 
college training. The an- 
swer, Dr. Conant points out, 
is to up-date public school 
educational programs by 
making primary college train- 
ing accessible to the rank and 
file of high school graduates. 

"A Junior College would 
be of particular value to Lake 
County because 'of Its rapid 
Industrial expansion," Presi- 
dent Freytag said in conclu- 
sion. "Two years of college 
training develops Increased 
production efficiency in busi- 
ness and industry, which in 
turn is reflected in increased 
tax revenues. Such Increase 
In the' county's tax income 
will ultimately liquidate tho 
costs of Junior College edu- 
cation.

Respect For The Law : 

A communique from the U. S. Department of 
Justice speaks with concern of the growing cone 
tempt of the citizenry for law enforcement offi- 
cers. Too many people, rather than trying to help 
the police officer in his duty, try to obstruct him. 

Unless ihe trend is reversed, J. Edgar Hoover 
points out, another sharp rise in crime will be 
noted. 

Contempt for police officers can be traced to 
a mixture of several reasons. The crooked cop is 
certainly responsible for a good dear of it. He 
may represent a small percentage of the total 
police force, but his influence on the attitude of 
the ordinary citizen is. great. 

Inspiring almost as much disrespect is the 
honest but ineffectual cop. He complains that 
he's hamstrung by crooked or too lenient courts 
by dishonest or lazy superiors, and public apathy. 
So he's quit trying. No one respects a failure, and 
this type of cop is certainly a failure. He's not do- 
ing a good pob at his chosen profession, he's not 
even earning his pay. And he's not going to in- 
spire respect 

But probably the greatest reason for disre- 
spect of the law is in the attitude of the people 
themselves. Enforcement of the law, they feel, ia 
no concern of theirs. They're paying someone to 
do it, so it ceases to be a matter of their personal 
responsibility. 

There are so many laws, now, — and many 
of them highly unpopular— that a citizen would 
find it almost impossible to get through many 
days without breaking some law. The continual, 
countenanced breaking of small laws leads to an 
attitude of disrespect for all law — and all law 
enforcers. 

So, as with most - matters of government, the 
final decision as to whether or not he wants law 
enforcement rests with the common man. He 
must expect and demand a good job from his 
policemen, and he must respect the officer of the 
law, and teach his children to do likewise. Even 
though he may know a certain policeman is un- 
worthy of respect, he must respect the uniform the 
officer wears as a symbol of law and order, or 
chaos will result.

INVISIBLE COSTS' 

Under the heading The In- 
visible Costs of- Government, 
the First National City Bank, 
of New York in its Monthly 
Economic Letters said:' 

"No one has tried to calr 
culate the man-hours, of dis- 
mal drudgery going into the 
preparation of tax returns, 
ll '--. ■■■■; Form 1040, which 35 
million persons find it neces- 
sary to use, can require up- 
wards of 500 entries (includ- 
ing supplemental schedules) 
and as many as 200 additions, 
subtractions, multiplications 
and divisions. 

"The work imposed on in- 
dividuals is nothing com- 
pared to that imposed on em- 
ployers. Not only arc there 
many more forms but em- 
ployers must serve as uncom- 
pensated tax collectors, tak- 
ing money out of the pay en- 
velopes of workers according 
to formula and, often, adding 
a tax bite assessed on custom- 
ers. The IRS has a total staff 
of 84,000 and a budget of 
$674 million. These are big 
figures. But there is little 
doubt that business firms 
Collectively employ even 
more money gathering in 
tens of billions of revenues. 
"And burdens of calcu- 
lating and assessing taxes .arc 
just part of the story. Be- 
sides the IRS and state and 
local tax authorities, there 
are thousands of government 
offices and agencies with 
overlapping' jurisdictions ov- 
er business. Thus, lying be- 
neath the visible costs— set 
out in the budgets prepared 
at various levels of govern- : 
ment— is an iceberg of invis- 
ible costs." 

We have quoted only two 
paragraphs from a long arti- 
cle. It's a discouraging 
story, with no relief in sight. 

Motorists . should keep 
themselves as well as their 
cars conditioned for winter 
driving, says the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club. Winter driving 
requires different driving 
techniques— especially when 
streets and roads are slip- 
pery. A'ccelerate slowly when 
slippery conditions exist, pi 
snow or ice, test the traction 1 
occasionally by lightly touch- 
ing the brake.
